THE PARISH OF ALL SAINTS’ AND 
THE CHURCH OF THE MESSIAH 


Like most urban parishes All Saints’ experienced a steady decline in 
growth due to the death of older members and some moving to other areas, 
and yet growth by new neighbors coming together and new generations of 
younger faithful joining our ranks. 

After a period of non-growth our parish numbers were enlarged in the late 
1970’s by the transfer of several faithful members of the Church of the Messiah 
to our parish. These dedicated Christians from Large Street and Roosevelt 
Boulevard brought a quiet enthusiasm and devoted leadership. It was with 
great sadness that we saw the closing of The Church of the Messiah. The 
history of that great parish started in the Village of Port Richmond in 1846 and 
the church was dedicated on Easter Day, April 23, 1848. The Church was 
closed on Palm Sunday 1929. The composition of the Parish territory at that 
time was 90% Polish. The property was sold and the Diocese proposed that the 
50 communicants with 33 active members in the Sunday School be transferred 
to a new Messiah Church near Oxford Circle on the Boulevard. The new 
church was a result of the merger of Saint Matthew’s Mission with the old 
Church of the Messiah. As with All Saints’ Parish, being aided by St. Mark’s, 
Frankford and by Trinity Oxford, Messiah Church was helped by St. Andrew’s 
in Somerton and by Trinity Oxford.
